CLOUDBURST. 


Three Lives Lost Near Plum 
Creek, Pa. 


The Stormcioud Covered an Area of Six 
Miles—Damage Estimated at $100,000. 
Another Downpour 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BRADDOCK (Pa.,) June 18.—A _ cloud- 
burst broke over the Turtle Creek alley, 
six miles from this city, this afternoon, 
destroying growing crops and burling 
houses from their foundations. The loss 
of three lives is reported. The storm- 
cloud covered an area .of six miles long 
‘by two or three miles wide. Turtle Creek 
and. Thompson’s Creek were raised ten 
feet above high-water mark in fifteen min- 
utes. 

The strongest force of the cloud broke 
upon the mining town above Plum Creek 
and Sandy Creek. Eight houses there were 
picked up by the current and bore with them 
John Hodovsky, a miner. Mike Boski, an- 
other miner, is reported to have been 
drowned while sleeping in one of the 
lower rooms of his home. A daughter of 
John Wanzel, 16 years old, is also said to 
have been lost in the flood. The total 
damage is estimated at $100,000. 

THANKS FOR SHOWERY BLBSSINGS. 

‘HURON (S. D.,) June 18.—Large con- 
gregations in the Methodist and Baptist 
Churches and in the Y¥.M.C.A. rooms, last 
evening, praised God for the plentiful rains 
that have fallen over this part of the State 
since last Sunday, breaking the drought 
and insuring good crops. ‘ 

HIGH WATER. 
. OMAHA, June 18.—The river was within 
a few inches of the danger-line at noon. 
It has been raining all day and there is 
higher water north of here. 
ABOVE THE DANGER-LINE. 

ST. JOSEPH, June 18.—The Missouri 
River rose over a foot last night and is 
one and five tenths feet above the danger- 
line. Many acres of farmland have been 
eaten away. Heavy rain fell today and 
the river will probably go higher. 

AN ALARMING DISASTER. 


WICHITA (Kan.,) June 18.—A cloudburst 
oecurred in the southern part of this 
county this afternoon, but owing to the 
wires being all down, no details can be se- 
cured from there.

First, Sena- 
tor Frye offered a protest against the 10 per 
cent tax on mechanically ground wood 
puip and chemical wood pulp, bleached or 
unbleached. The production of wood .pulp, 
said Senator Frye, employed 70,000 in turn- 
ing out a product valued at $35,000,000 an- 
nually, and paying annually wages of $23,- 
000,000. Under the operation of the pres- 
ent duty, the cost of paper had greatly 
decreased. Wood pulp had decreased in 
price from 4% cents per pound to 1% 
cents. He appealed to the other side to) 
make the duty specific instead of ad 
valorem, and proposed an amendment to 
substitute $2.50 per ton on» wood pulp; 
mechanically ground, chemial wood pulp, 
unbleached, $5 per ton; bleached, $6.50. 
The amendment was rejected, 20 to 23. 

The rate on shipping paper and roofing 
felt was fixed at 10 per, cent. Printing 
paper, unsized, or sized, suitable for 
books and enewspapers, 15 per cent. Copy, 
filtering, tissue, sensitized paper, etc., 30 
per cent., an increase of 5 per cent. from 
the House rate. Parchment paper, card-' 
board, photograph and autograph albums, 
wholly or partly manufactured, go per 
cent. Lithographic prints, 17 per * cent. 
Lithographic labels, 45 -per cent.; House 
rate, 25. Paper envelopes, 20 per cent. 
Paper-hangings, 20 per cent. Blankbooks, 
20 per cent. Books, _engravings, photo- 
graphs, etchings, 25 “per cent. Playing 
cards, 10 cents per pack and 50 per cent. 
ad valorem. Manufacturers of paper not 
specially provided for, 20 per cent. This | 
completed the pulp and paper paragraphs 
and the Senate immediately proceeded 
with the schedule ‘‘N”’ or sundries. 

The following rates were fixed without 
debate: Hair and feather dusters, 30 per 
cent.; brooms, 20; button forms, 10: agate 
buttons, 25; pearl and shell buttons, 1 per 
cent per line and 15 per cent.; ivory but- 
tons, glass, bone and horn, 35 per cent; 
shoe buttons, -25. 

When coal was reached opposition was 
developed.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—The Com- 
monwealers who are now in the custody 
of the United States Marshal for Southern 
California, because they were found guilty

The Candidates for the Lesser Offices are 
Legion.

SACRAMENTO, June 18.—The day be- 
fore the State Republican Convention ends 


with all the candidates in precisely the° 
Same relative positions as when it began. 


It has been devoted almost wholly to 
‘skirmishing for the advancement of picket 


lines, and to the strengthening of posi-. 
tions preparatory to the real battle which 


begins tomorrow. The various important 


' delegations have established headquarters 


at different places about the city and the 
leading candidates are to be found at the 
principal hotels. 
Morris M. Estee, however, carries his 
headquarters in his hat, and was a con- 
spicuous figure around the lobby of the 


‘ Golden Eagle Hotel all day, hobnobbing 


with delegates as they arrived and receiv- 
ing congratulations, which are already 
Showered upon him as the probable Re- 
publican candidate for Governor. 

Gen. Chipman holds forth at the Capitol 
Hotel, and is surrounded by many friends, 
particularly from the extreme northern 
part of the State. 

Col. Preston is at the Golden Eagle, 
while State .Treasurer McDonald, who 
hopes also to succeed Gov. Markham, re- 
wherever they find 


him. S. Barnes, who was a 
candidate for Governor, is on the 
scene, as is his dignified father, 


Gen. W. H. L. Barnes. They both in- 
tend to make their influence felt in the 
convention, though not candidates and not 
even delegates. It is anticipated, how- 
ever, .that Gen. Barnes will have no 
trouble in securing a proxy. Atty.-Gen. 
W. H. H. Hart has by no means retired 
‘from the contest, but is persistently pres- 
ent in the midst of the desultory firing 
going on all around him. a 
The number of candidates for the lesser 
State offices is legion, and they are all 
here. They are to be seen wherever dele- 
gates most congregate. The two most 
conspicuous figures are, perhaps, Judge 
{Williams of Ventura, who is over six feet 
tall, as far around and correspondingly 
heavy, and Judge McKinley of Los An- 
geles, who is nearly as tall as Williams. 


- Both are thought to have a strong fol- 


lowing. There are many other candi- 
dates who are just as active, but who, 
perhaps, do not as strongly attract the 
casual glance. 

The city is brilliant in bunting, flags 
end gaudy streamers, and nothing is lack- 
ing to give it a complete Fourth of July. 
appearance, but a brass band or two and 
a few firecrackers. The weather is perfect, 
though warm, and is a complete refuta- 
tion of the libels sometimes uttered that 
Sacramento is in summer a gigantic sweat- 
house.

The convention will meet at,2 o'clock: to- 
morrow, in the big Agricultural Pavilion 
near the State Capitol. It will be called 
to order by Col. Meyers of the State Cen- 
tral Committee. It is said that George A. 
Knight is to be temporary as well as per- 
manent chairman. Both Col. Meyers and 
Knight are reported to be primed with 
speeches of the most approved pyrotechnic 
pattern, and the convention will doubtless 
‘begin its proceedings under most enthusi- 
astic auspices. After the committees are 
appointed and other necessary preliminary 
business disposed of, adjournment may be 
taken until Wednesday, though a night 
session is talked of. 

The Committee on Resolutions will im- 
mediately begin work on the platform. It 
will, of course, contain the usual declara- 
tions for tariff protection, and condemna- 
tion of the Cleveland administration, Con- 
gress and the Wilson bill; favor the Nica- 
ragua Canal, harbor and river improve- 
ment, etc., etc., over all of which there 
will be little controversy, except, perhaps, 
some difference of opinion as to the best 
form of expression. It is altogether likely, 
also, that the platform will contain a free- 
silver plank, plain and unambiguous. If 
there is any fight at all, it will be over 
this clause. But the contest is likely to 
occur in committee, and not in convention. 

It is the expectation that, after the nom- 
ination of Governor on Wednesday, if it 
can be reached on that day, adjournment 
will be taken until Thursday. The pre- 
cise action of the convention in this re- 
spect, however, cannot be foretold. It 
seems safe to say that final adjourgment 
cannot be reached before Thursday. 

It is announced tonight that Frank ‘Short 
of Fresno will be the candidate of the Es- 
tee opposition for chairman of the conven- 
tion. In. an interview with an Associated 
Press representative tonight, Col. Burns 
said Knight would undoubtedly be selected 
to preside—-practically announcing the San 


Francisco lawyer as the candidate of the 


Burns element. 
“The nomination of Mr. Estee for Gover-

His topic was “Convention Methods and 
Nomination’ Factories.”’ The hall was 
densely crowded long before the time set 
for the address and hundreds were turned 
away. The eloquent lawyer .was at his 
best and made a brilliant speech. Its tone, | 
perhaps, was a little, milder than man 
expected, though food 
‘and street corners tonight. 
made a direct attack on Bstee’s political 
record, chougebasnsrting the warmest feel- 
ing for the candidate personally. He made 
very slight reference to Col. Burns, as- 
sociating him with Buckley and Kelly 
and Crimmins and other ‘‘bogses.”’ 

Gen. Barnes began with an eulogy of the 
Republican party, and frequently 
cheered as he made an effective point. His 
remarks,..at first. quite general, finally 
brought him to the topic of the night 
and he told how Mr. Estee was the. Re- 
publican candidate for Governor in 1882 | 
and was beaten, it was said, by railroad 
influence. The same influences, he said, 
exist now even to a greater extent. 

“Stoneman,” said the speaker, ‘went 
through that campaign without ever open- 
ing his. mouth, and Estee came out of it 
withva fit of bronchitis that he. has not 
got over yet. Still Stoneman was elected. 
The old soldiers were down on Estee for 
he’ bolted. the Republican ticket in. 1872; 
declared that Grant was a failure and 
served as an elector on the Democratic 
ticket. 

‘‘Mr.. Estee,”’ continued the speaker, ‘‘is 
a good citizen, a kind father, an affee- 
tionate husband, an excellent lawyer and 
a statesman out and out. If the party owes 
him anything, then let the next Repub- 
lican President reward him, but don’t ask 
it of his State, for the Republicans of 
California will not do it. If he goes be- 
fore the people as a candidate we would 
have to explain the eccentricities of his 
past life. I should say of Estee, in the 
language of Franklin: ‘What a man has 
to explain he should never have done.’ 

“The ladies of the Relief Corps and 
the G.A.R. do not want Estee. Estee 
voted against the fourteenth amendment 
to the Federal Constitution in the Cali- 
fornia Legislature. The colored men are 
against him. He was a member of the 
anti-boycott convention, the most nonsen- 
sical gathering ever held in the State. He is 
2 horse who can run just fast enough to 
get beat.” 

The speaker denied that he was sore be-, 
cause of his son’s unsuccessful candidacy 
for the gubernatorial nomination, but said 
he was glad the young man was out 
of it. The speaker vigorously denounced 
machine politics, referring once to Burns, 
and expressed the hope that the delegates 
would free themselves from the thralldom 
of the bosses. - He referred contemptu- 
ously to the statement that Knight would 
“roast”. him if he ‘‘roasted’’ Estee, and 
declared Knight had*not a*‘place in the

Gen. Barnes was cheered warmly before 
he started, wlfile he spoke, and after he 
was through. It has been freely stated 
that Chairman-to-be' Knight will ‘‘burn 


up” Barnes for his attack, and will over- 


haul the general’s political career, which, 
it is safi, is interesting, and presents a 
great many points of similarity to Estee’s. 
But it can be barely probable that 
Knight will have anything to say in the 
convention about the speech or speaker, 
unless the latter appears in the convention 
and furnishes a second installment of his 
views. 
EARLIER IN THE DAY. 

SACRAMENTO, June 18.—Half the dele- 
gates to the State Republican Convention 
have arrived and the prospects are that 
the remainder will be here before the 
day ends. That part of San Francisco 
ation which did not come yesterday 
was on the morning train with the Napa, 
Sonoma and Solano delegations. It is not 
believed there will be much trouble about 
the platform, though a fight may pos- 
sibly occur over silver. A strong at- 
tempt will be made to have the conven@ion 
declare for free silver in express terms. 

So far as appearances go Este2 ha; a 
walkover for Governor. Opposition to his 
nomination exists and in -some cases. it 
is bitter and uncempromising.

At noon Chipman badges of red, white 
and blue appeared. Earnest work is now 
being done on behalf of Chipman and his 
friends say they are confident of success. 
They claim Estee cannot get the nomina- 
tion on first ballot and, failing in that, 
cannot succeed at all. The San Jose dele- 
gation arrived at 3 oclock. 

Gen. Barnes arrived this morning. He 
says he will speak tonight and denounce 
Estee, and that he will probably nominate 
Preston for Governor in the convention. 
It is expected an immense crowd will 
listen to Barnes’s speech tonight, but 
Estee’s friends claim no harm will be 
done their man. 

The convention meets tomorrow at 2 
o’clock. Very little is likely to be done 
beyond temporary organization and ap- 
pointment of committees, and then ad- 
journment will be taken’ until next day. 
Probably after permanent organization 
and adoption of a platform a vote for 
Governor will be taken, and if a nomina- 
tion is made an adjournment to Thursday 
will be taken, when the work will be 
finished. d 


EASTERN POLITICS. 


Ex-President Harrison Said to Have No De- 
sire for a Renomination.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—D. M. Rans- 
dell, who is probably closer to ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison than any other man in this 
country, has returned to Washington from 
Indianapolis after a visit to his friend, 
whom he describes as being in the best 
of health and spirits.

BOSTON, June 18,—At the Boston Thea- 
ter tonight Bob Fitzsimifons, champion: 
middle-weight of the world, and challenger 
of Jim Corbett, turned an almost certain 
defeat into a semi-victory. Had not the 
police interfered it was 10 to 1 that he 
would have finished Joe Choynski in a 
punch. As it was the match was declared 
a. draw, but no one present. will ever claim 
Choynski was a foeman worthy to combat 
the lanky Australian. No less than three 
thousand cheering, howling men enjoyed 
the battle, the like of which Boston had 
never seen before. 

Choynski was the first to appear, ‘and 
in his wake came a retinue of handlers 
and seconds, including Ned McAver and 
Parson Davies. The Californian looked to 
be in the best of condition. Fitzsimmons 
shortly afterward, attended by his pro- 
teges and young handler, entered. He 
looked a trifle heavier than his opponent, 
and his condition seemed flawless. Then 
Dan Murphy sounded the gong and the 
fight commenced. : 

First round—Both men sprang to the 
center of the circle, and awaited an op- 
portunity. Fitz was the first to lead, miss- 
ing a left-hand swing by Choynski duck- 
ing. The Australian again led, landing his 
left lightly on Choynski’s chin, and re- 
ceived an easy on on the stomach in re- 


ended. 

Second round—Fitz had evidently gauged 
his man, for no sooner had he reached 
the center than he tapped him in the 
face with his long left. This seemed to 
awaken the Californian, for with a smile 
he let go right and left, the latter landing 
with good effect on Fitz’s body. Twice did 
Fitz miss left-hand swings, but toward the 
finish he gotsChoynski in a corner, and an 
upper cut grazed Joe’s jaw. A clinch fol- 
lowed, and the gong ended the round. 

Third round—Fitz reached the center 
and as Choynski neared him he feinted 
and let go a vicious left. Joe sidestepped 
him and quick as a flash shot out his left. 
It landed fully on the point of the jaw 
and Fitz measured his length‘on the floor. 
The audience sprang to their feet as one 
man, but amid it Fitz heard Daly count 
off the seconds until nine were reached 
when he staggered to his feet groggy, 


red-hot and twice again did he land his 
left and right, though at every chance 
Fitz clenched Joe around the neck. Daly 
broke them apart time and time again. 
Joe was wearing himself out while Fitz 
was rapidly recovering himself and hardly 
a minute after he was knocked down he 
seemed stronger than before. The round 
came to a close with both men just stag- 
gering around, each trying hard to get in 
a final blow, which seemed about cll that 
was needed to finish either one. 
Fourth round—Fitz’s wonderful recuper- 
ative power had asserted. itself, whil2 Joe 
was leg-weary and slow in answering 
time. The Australian started in to ‘‘do”’ 
Choynski at once and while Joe was en- 
deavoring to place a left, Fitz hit him 
twice in. the face and jaw, flooring him. 
When he arose, he repeated the doze. 
Twice more did Fitz floor him, but each 
time the Californian staggered to his feet. 
The battle was finally getting gory and 
Capt. Watson, 
officérs entered the ring and told Daly 
that the mill must stop if the spectators 
did not cease their yelling. This ended 
the round which was about thirty seconds 
short. 

Fifth round—Fitz started to finish 
Choynski and made a terrific swing for his 
jaw with his left.

A BOGUS BOOKMAKER. 


Victor Gabriel Arrested at New York on 
Complaint of a Missouri Man.

NEW YORK, June 18.—For_ several 
weeks advertisements have appeared in 
Western newspapers, announcing that 
“Thompson & Co.’’ had opened. a future 
book at No. 38 East Fourteenth street, on 
the Suburban and other big events which 
are to b> held on the tracks. George 
Higby of Hannibal, Mo., saw the adver- 
tisement and sent two checks, ohe for 
$20 and one for $50, to be placed on dif- 
ferent horses. He placed $10 of the money 
at odds of 10 to 1 on Henry of Navarre 
for a place in the Brooklyn Handicap, 
and received a ticket by mail recording 
the bet. He won, and sent the ticket 
to a friend to cash. The friend was in- 
formed that the money would be paid 
when Thompson & Co.’s checks were good. 
The checks had been cashed, and Higby 
came here to get his money. He could 
not do so, so he had Victor Gabriel, who 
is said to comprise the firm of Thompson 
& Co., arrested. 

Gabriel declared he was an agent for 
the company, although it was ascertained 
that he received all their mail. A boy 
had charge of the office, and delivered the 
mail to Gabriel in the street, the latter 
making appointments with him each day. 
Policeman Peterman caught Gabriel. at 
one of the saloons. Justice Ryan dis- 
missed the case against Gabriel, on the 
ground that at the time of the transac- 
tion, when the money passed between 
the parties, there was no apparent inten- 
tion to defraud. What subsequently trans- 
pired, the Justice said, had no beari 
on the case.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) June 18.—Joseph LeG- 
wan and his wife are charged with the 
killing of George Barwick, on September 
12, 1890. They are under arrest, as is also 
Joseph Sowatski, their confessed accom- 
plice. 

On the morning of the date mentioned 
the body of George Barwick was found 
hanging in an outhouse in the rear of his 
Carroll-street home. He had been dead 
several hofirs, and the Coroner unhesitat- 
ingly gave a verdict of suicide. Police 
Captain Rydn was suspicious, however, 
and for nearly four years has been work- 
ing on the case. Most of that time he has 
been looking for Sowatski, who was a 
boarder in the Barwick family at the time, 
and who fled to Pennsylvania immediately 
afterward. Sowatski returned to Buffalo 
about two weeks ago and was arrested, 
when he told the police a’ shocking story. 

For several months before Barwick’s 
death "if was generally known that Mrs. 
Barwick had been unduly intimate with 
Ledwon, who boarded with them. Ledwon 
made a confidante of Sowatski, confessed 
that he and the woman were guilty, and 
decided that the husband must be put out 
of the way, offering Sowatski $30 to bring 
about that end, but Sowatski declined. A 
party was held 4t Barwick’s house on the 
night of September 11, 1890, and his wife 
and _—_iher lover saw that  Bar- 
wick became stupidly After 
the other guests had departed, Ledwon re- 
newed his offer of $30 for Barwick’s death. 
Again Sowatski refused. Then Mrs. Bar- 
wick and her lover threw themselves upon 
the drunken man and strangled him to 
death. Sowatski helped them carry the 
corpse to an outhouse and place it so as to 
indicate that he committed suicide. They 
considered themselves so safe that they 
have been living together in the same 
place since the murder. &

ALLEGED SCIENCE. 
Victims at $5000 Apiece Wanted for Stom- 
ach-boring Experiments. — 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, June.18.—A man who, for 
a consideration of $5000, consented to have 
a hole bored through his stomach in the 
interests of science, has paid €or his pros- 
pective fortune with his life. This came 
about through an advertisement last Au- 
gust printed by one Osbudstone, who runs 
a massage establishment in West Forty- 
sixth street. It called for a man who 
would consent to go down to Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, and there submit to the experi- 
mental operation by South American doc- 
tors. Osbudstone acted as an agent for 
the physicians. More than 120 answers 


| thirty-five miles an _ hour, 


were received. 

The operation was an incision in the 
stomach, through which the action of 
gastric juices might be observed. The 


cavity thus made was about the size of a 


hazel nut. Tubes were inserted, and 
through these the nourishment taken by 
the patient was forced, the digestive pro- 
cess being marked by the aid of an electric 
light. Incidental to the operation, certain 
chemical substances were administered to 
the patient through the tube to ascertain 
positively the action of the drugs in com- 
bination with each other. 

Twice before had Osbadston obtained 
subjects for these medical men. The first 
patient was Joseph Burton. He recovered 
after a year’s suffering, and is, now a 
farmer in Queensland. The second sub- 
ject was inoculated with several frightful 
diseases, and died a terrible death. Among

vertisements last August was a powerful- 
looking fellow, who had been a _ sailor. 
His name was Ferdinand Peritich. The

ICENSE QUESTION. 


THE 

Councilman Strdhm called up a petition 
addressed to the Council, which petition 
was read. It was as follows: 

“Your petitioners respectfully represent 
that they are citizens and residents of the 
city of Los Angeles, that their families 
and -homes, their property, as well as 
their interests are located and centered 
here and that under tho laws of this 
State they have invested considerable cap- 
ital and engaged in the business of saloon- 
keeping, and have always observed and 
in the future intend to observe all re- 
quirements of the law, however strict or 
onerous they may be as compared with 
other occupations. 

“Each of us pays a license to the city 
of $50 per month, and $15 to the county. 
Many of us also pay an additional restau- 
rant license of $5 per month, and the cash 
revenue derived by the city alone from the 
saloon-keepers for- licenses amounts to be- 
tween $8500 and $9000 per month, and to 
more than $100,000 per year.. In view 
of all this they believe that they are 
entitled to some consideration and that 
they should not be deprived of the safe- 
guards which the Constitution guarantees 
to every person, even to the lowest crim- 
inal. They should not be condemned or 
their property confiscated without a hear-‘ 
ing or an opportunity to defend them- 
selves. That their licenses which permit 
them to carry on their business, and which 
are of the greatest value to them, as their 
invested capital virtually b:comes’ value- 
less without them, should not be refused 
or revoked without good reason, nor on 
the mere statement of informers or with- 
out notice and an oportunity to disprove 
the charges made. — 

“Some facts have occurred within the 
last month in this city which have 
awakened our most serious apprehensions. 
Licenses have: been revoked without hear- 
ing and the prayers and requests of the. 
parties concerned for an opportunity to 
prove their innocence has until this day 
not been acceded to. What has hap- 
pened to them heretofore may taspen to 
us hereafter, however innocent we may be. 
It is said that this revocation of license, 
the confiscation of our business without 
hearing is authorized by the provisions of 
ordinance No.. 2011, approved on Janusry 
29, 1894, but we believe that it never was 
nor ever could have been. your intention 
, to thus treat your constituents and permit 
eat property ‘to be taken without hear- 
ings.

“‘We thereforé ask you, in view of the 
danger that is daily threatening us to in- 
tercede for us in our behalf by either 
modifying said ordinance or passing a res- 
olution stating your meaning and inter- 
pretation of its provisions, and request 
said commission to hear both sides before 
it will pronounce judgment, especially

far-reaching consequences. If then, after 
investigation, any one be found guilty of - 

y violation of law or ordinance warrant- 
ing the revocation of his license, then let 
+him suffer the consequences. But, until 
there has been such an investigation and 
an opportunity to show that the charges

his property first, and then try him 
afterwards or not at all. We ask only 
for justice, and as every day’s dé&y is 
fraught with danger and involves a de- 
voreciation of our property, we respect- 
fully pray for immediate action.” _ 

To the petition, which was presented, 
were attached the signatures of a large 
number of saloon-keépers. 

Councilman Strohm also presented for 
consideration a draft of an ordinance, the 
body. of which was as follows: ° — ; 

“That sec. 5 of ordinance No. 2011 be 
amended by inserting after the words 
‘to revoke the same at any time,’ the fol- 
lowing words: ‘After investigation of the 
charges made, during which the party 
whose permit or license is to be revoked 
shall have an opportunity to be heard with 
his witnesses, so that said section shall 
read as follows: 


“Sec, 5. That no license to keep, 
maintain or carry on any drinking place 
or any restaurant or eating place where 
spirituous, vinous, malt or mixed liquors 
are sold, served or given away shall be 
issued to any person until a permit in 
writing from the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners of the city of Los Angeles, author- 
izing such issue, shall have’ been filed 
with the City Clerk, and the Board of 
Police Commissioners shall have power to 
issue such permit and to revoke the same 
at any time after investigation of the 
charges made during which the party 
whose permit or license is to be revoked 
shall have an opportunity to be heard with 
his witnesses, and after the filing of such 
revocation with the City Clierk said clerk 
shall issue no further license to the party 
whose permit is revoked until a new per- 
mit be nted to said party.’ ’’ ' 

Councilman Strohm .spoke on the ques- 
tion, saying that he believed that in 
justice to the business men who had signed 
the petition, the ordinance giving to the 
Police Commission the control of both the 
granting and revocation of licenses should 
be amended so that the man who has 
put money into the business will not be in 
danger of losing his business without 
even a hearing.

pany had, directly or indirectly, some in- 
terest in the amount claimed to have been 
paid to the American Bell Company as roy- 
alty beyond the payment of $21,000 over to 
the American Bell Company.

SHOULD TAKE THEIR MEDICINE. 


Those miners of the Gogebic range, in 
Northern Michigan, who have decided to 
go on a strike for. higher wages, have 
for many months, until recently, subsisted 
upon charity. The mines closed down dur- 
ing the latter part of last summer, be- 
cause of the pressure of hard times and 
the announcement of the dominant party 
to place iron ore on the free list. The char- 
ity of the whole State was appealed to, 
and not in vain, to save these men and 


| their families from starvation. Gov. Rich 


issued a proclamation, calling upon the 
citizens to do all in their power to aid 
in the work of relief. Committees were 
organized in the principal cities, and sup- 
plies were promptly sent forward by the 
carload. Express companies took charge of 
the contributions, and the railroad com- 
panies of, the State generously forwarded 
all supplies free of cost. 

‘Thus, by a splendid system of co-opera- 
tion, the sufferings of several thousands of 
families were relieved, and they were 
saved from actual starvation through the 
long and vigorous winter.of that northern 
latitude.

Fortunately, hows 
ever, she did not take a sufficiently large 
dose to complete the work, and one of the 
women in an adjoining room, becoming 
alarmed at her actions, informed Police- 
man Stewart, who summoned Police Sur- 
geon Bryant. By the use of antidotes 
and a powerful emetic the woman was 
soon placed out of danger, and it is safe 
to predict that she will not again attempt 
suicide by the same means.

ECKFORD KILLED. 


Struck by a Train at Walnut | 
_ Street Crossing. 


He Was Driving a Hard-mouthed Morse and 
_ Was Unable to Hold the Animal When 
the Engine Approached—The -— 
 Coroner’s Inquest. 


Dr. F. M. Eckford, a native of Alabama. 
‘75 years of age, was accidentally killed 
at the Walnut-street crossing of the South- 
ern California Railway Company, while 
driving into town from his Glendale ranch 
yesterday morning. 

The old gentleman, who was hale and 
hearty, for one of his years, left his ranch 
about 8 o’clock in the morning, in a single 
buggy. The mare attached to the vehicle, 
though ordinarily gentle’and obedient, was 
afraid of the cars, and being somewhat 
hard-mouthed, was occasionally hard tt 
hold. Just as Dr. Eckford approached thé 
crossing at Walnut street, the San Ber- 
nardino local train, due at La Grande De- 


at 9:50 o'clock, came around the ¢urve 


at a speed of about eighteen or twénty 
miles an hour. The old gentleman 
doubtedly saw and heard it, for he pulled 
his horse almost to a standstill some ten 
feet or more from the track, apparently in- 
tending to wait until the train had passed. 
When the train was between fifty and sixty 
feet from the crossing, however, the mare 
jerked dashed across 
the rails directly in front of the locomo- 
tive. The engineer instantly applied the 
airbrakes and reversed. his engine, but 
before any material diminution of the 
speed of the train had been made, the pilot 


of the engine struck the buggy, smashing 


it to splinters, and hurled the old man 
some thirty feet or more from the track. 
The train was stopped before it had run 
its own length, and when the trainmen, 
upon running’ back, found that the old 
man was dead, the body was placed in the 


baggage car and brought into town. Cor- 


oner Cates was notified, and under his 
directions the body was removed to the 
undertaking establishment of R. L. Gar- 
rett & Co., where an inquest was held at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. . 

From the testimony of Engineer G y Be 
Hayes, Fireman B. F. Lewis, Conductor F. 
W. Daniel, Baggageman G. A Conde and 
Brakeman M. M. Penrod, F. E. Howland, 
the express messenger, and I. Adams, the 
hews agent, all of- whom were on the 
train, it was shown that the accident was 
unavoidable, and due entirely to the are 
that the old gentleman appeared to 
unable to hold his horse when the train 
approached. 

As Mrs. Price, a married daughter of the 
deceased, voluntarily testified to the fact 
that the mare was hard to hold at times 
and was afraid of the cars, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death, in ac- 
cordance with the facts, and exonerated the 
railroad company and its employees from 
‘culpability. 


A MOUNTAIN MYSTERY. 


A Whistling Spring in San Bernardino 
County—Subterranean Suction. 
HESPERIA, June 18.—(Correspondence.) 
A curious and interesting phase ‘has de- 
veloped in a well which is being sunk near 
Hesperia. When. at a depth of ninety 
feet a strong downward, or sucking cur- 
rent of air “was discovered, which con- 
tinued until a depth of seventy feet more 
was reached, when the current of air 
changed upward, creating a whistling 
sound like steam escaping. A strong 
smell of carbonic acid gas indicates a close 

proximity to coal or gas beds. 

This well is being sunk in a deep 
ravine or ‘‘draw’’ called the “Little Ante- 
lope.”’ Stratas of coarse gravel and ¢ce-. 
ment gravel alternating. Placing the 
fingers over the pipe, which is sunk to 
this depth, one can almost produce music. 
This well is of much interest, and may 
prove of vast importance, proving the 
theories, true or false, often advanced of 
a subterranean channel 
mountains towafd the sea.

Ex-Minister Tsul Kwo Yul ‘Degraded—The 
Outbreak in Hunan—A Battle

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—The 
steamer Belgic arrived today from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama. The steamer showed 

was allowed to 
dock without delay. Kong Kong advices 
under date of May 24 state that during 
the week ending May 24 there were 500 
new cases of plague and 400 deaths, the 
‘mortality showing very clearly the deadly 
nature of the disease. 

When the steamer. left no WBuropeans 
had been attacked. The fact that the. 
plague had broken out in Hong Kong was 
deliberately convealed by the authorities 
in order to prevent a scare. 

The China Mail says that it is reported 
that Lin K’Un Yi, the recognized leader 
‘of the Hunan political party, and Gov- 
ernor-General of the three. provinces of 
Kiangsu, Anhui and Kiangsi, is about to 
resign, The official reason given is ill- 
health, but the real reason is said to be 
charges of official misconduct preferred 
against him. 

A telegram from Peking states that an 
imperial edict has been issued announcing 
the degradation of Tsui Kwo Yui, former 
Minister to the United States, from the 
post of Senior Deputy Supervisor of In- 
struction to that of Under Secretary of 
Hanlin College, as well.as the deprivation 
of the red button of the .second rank, 
with which he was honored when ap- 

inted Minister to the United. States. 

ncompetence in the discharge of his 
duties and failure to pass a special ex- 
amination for promotion were the causes 
of his downfall. 

The trouble in Hunan has been settled, 
‘and the soldiers who were sent to the 
scene of disturbance are returning. The 
outbreak occurred in Wakang, the home 
of Liu, viceroy of Nanking.

officials and was speedily quelled by sol- 
diers, though several hundred heads are 
said to have fallen. Owing to the ins: 
quency of piratical attacks near Ningpo, 
the merchants of that city are bearing 


-the expense with the authorities of fit- 


ting out and maintaining oer war-junks 
to fight the pirates. 

Details of the fate of the ‘three men 
who were killed by thé cannibals of New 
Ireland have been received at Yokohama. 
A Japanese trading-schooner went to the 
island and the German captain, a Japa- 
nese assistant and a native of the island 
went ashore to trade. They could not 
barter to Thar satisfaction and the na- 
tives, enraged at not securing the trad- 
ers’ wares, killed the ree men. All 
were eaten in true cannibal style, though 
one account says the German and Japa- 
nése were. not eaten, their flesh being 
deemed too sour. 

The revolution in Korea has assumed 
a serious aspect. The number of rebels 
is said to be over sixty thousand, and 
they have been drilled in modern style. 
The government troops have been routsd 


in two encounters on May 16, losing 200 | 


killed. This defeat completely ‘demoralized 


- the government forces. Two-thirds of the 


population of the country are in sympathy 
with the rebels.: In Chulla Do, the gran- 
ary of the kingdom, the people of three 
districts are up in arms against their 
rulers. In Chin Do the 
killed, and in Na Choo the whole family 
of the magistrate, ten in number, were 
‘killed. A detachment of 900 men, sent. 
against the rebels of this ‘district; were 
‘afraid to land. 

Japan has declared Hong Kong to be an 
infected port, and‘ vessels from that place 
are subject. to quarantine. The long 
drought at Hong Kong, 
plague is partly attributed, has been broken 
by copious rains, and, when the Belgic 
sailed; it was thought the plague was 


be} ‘abating. Natives are fleeing from Hong 


Kong by hundreds. The sanitary work 
undertaken by Europeans been 
greatly interfered with by ignorant na- 
tives, and a disastrous riot was only 
averted by the establishment of a branch 
hospital, to which native patients are 
taken and treated by native 6b apenas 
The rumors that the plague had 
in Japan proved to be sehsundid. 
News from Canton, where the plague 
started, states that the deaths now av- 
erage 200 a day. During Mafch and April 
5600 daily. Although the 
fact .that the “black death’ was raging 
in Canton Sakae known only about a 
month ago, it appears that the disease 
started in Canton as long ago as last 
February, and has been epidemic ever 
since. The plague is spreading to the 
country districts about Canton and neigh- 
boring cities. About the only measures 
taken in Canton to stay the progress of 
the disease are those adopted by the 
priests, who march through the streets, 
chanting incantations and sprinkling holy 
water. A huge mask, representing a drag- 
on’s head, is also carried about the city 
accompanied by a prodigious beating of 
gongs and drums.

It involves 
two phases, one of graphics and the other 
of construction. Intelligent seeing -and@ ac- 
curate making are elements of every lesson.

party as such, but shall work for the elec- 
tion of temperanze men, irrespective of 
their party affiliations.’’ 

Local leagues are to be organized in each 
voting -precinct to be composed of all 
voters who subscribe to the object of the 
association.

L. secretary, J. M. Clark; treasurer, 
W. 8. Taylor. 

An advisory committee, composed of one

Saunders et al. Saunders for several years 
past has been Marshal in the town of Lom- 
poc, and in his official capacity levied an 
execution on the wharf and premises of the 
steamship company near the mouth of 
the Santa Ynez River. When the property 
was sold, is was bid off by Thomas Am- 
brose of San Francisco, who had previously 
advanced the company the sum of $90,000. 
Ambrose bid $10,000, paying $1000 to satisfy 
the three judgments against the company, 
and drew a check on a San Francisco 
bank fer the balance. Later this check he 
canceled because the company went into 
insolvency, and because he learned that 
the Sheriff cf the county had sold the prem- 
ises to the Rogers Bros., of this place, on 
a judgment secured in Los Angeles county, 
but docketed here. Mr. Ambrose had levied 
an attachment on the same property at the 
time he purchased it, and Saunders held 
a. check for $9000, subject to his, attach- 
ment. Rogers Bros., who had secured a 
Sheriff's deed for the property, sold it to 
W. S. MeKay. Meherin served a notice 
on Saunders to pay over the balance of 
the money, $9000, or thereabouts, and it 
then transpired that Grant Jackson, Esq., 
of this city, had garnisheed the check 
(upon which payment had already been 
stopped) for -legal services, which he 
claimed to have rendered the steamship 
company. The same check was also sub- 
ject to the attachment of Mr, Ambrose. 
Saunders found himself unabls to deliver 
the check or draw the monsy, in spite of 
the fact that he had issued a certificate 
of purchase, ly acknowledged and re- 
corded, to the effect that he had received 
$10,060) in gold coin for the property. It is 
on eecountsof that certificate that the 
present suit is brought. Able attorneys 
are engaged on both sides, and the case 
will be watched with great interest by the 
legal fraternity.
